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Tbr  Koely  Motor. 

Through  the  article*  which  hare  gon 
the  nmixis  of  the  paper*  iu  regard  to  the 
above  machine,  m*Dj  people  have  been 
led  to  believe  that  tbi*  new  “motor"  wa* 
indeed  destined  to  revojationizs  the  me- 
.  chanicsl  world.  The  Scientific  American 
lately  devoted  an  able  article  to  a  diacu* 
*i»n  and  to  tome  extent,  diaaection,  of 
wbat  it  tegnrde  as  a  fallacious  humbug. 
We  give  a  summary  of  the  American  s 
exposure  : 

Daring  the  past  year  and  a  half,  we 
have  hail  occasion,  several  times,  to  al¬ 
lude  to  this  latest  contrivance,  the  chief 
purpose  of  which  appear*  to  be  the  wrig¬ 
gling  of  muney  out  of  silly  people,  num¬ 
bers  of  whom  are  fouod  to  invest  in  it — 
just  as  they  do  in  lotterry  tickets — ex¬ 
pecting  or  hoping  to'  wm  a  prize. 

The  thing  was  started  over  two  years 
ego,  when  it  was  given  out  that  one  Kee- 
ly,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  had  made  a 
marvelous  discovery,  namely  a  new  mo¬ 
tive  power,  in  which  au  enormous  force 
was  generated  without  expense,  without 
agency  ;  in  short  a  veritable  perpetual 
motion.  Tbe  only  apparatus  involved 
was  a  few  strong  metallic  cylinders,  con¬ 
taining  air,  into  which  water  was  admit¬ 
ted,  when,  presto,  a  cold  vapor  was  in¬ 
stantly  produced,  having  a  torce  of  30.- 
000  lbs.  per  square  inch,  more  or  less, 
capable  of  useful  application  in  the  driv¬ 
ing  of  all  kinds  of  mechanism..  Thus 
were  the  days  of  steam  and  its  costly 
fuels  numbered,  and  tbe  value  of  coal 
property,  diminished;  while  settled  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Science,  demonstrated  by  Joule, 
Faraday,  and  other  eminent  worthies, 
were  toppled  over  us  by  an  earthquake. 

In  one  of  our  comments  we  designated 
the  Keely  Motor  as  one  of  the  perpetual 
motion  deceptions,  by  which  the  owners 
claim  to  generate  a  great  force  out  of 
nothing.  We  stated  that  “once  iu  a 
while  they  have  a  juggling  exhibition  of 
the  thing  for  the  purpose  of  selling  stock. 
Keely  or  one  of  his  confederates  is  the 
operating  juggler.  The  power  genera¬ 
tor  is  a  combination  of  small  tubes  er 
cylinders,  communicating  by  pipes.  First 
they  run  water  through,  then  air,  to 
prove  there  is  nothing*  within,  and  that 
the  show  is  ‘honest.’  Then  Keely  turns 
a  faucet,  and  ‘now  you  see  it.’  The  pres¬ 
sure  gauge  goes  up.  He  turns  again,  and 
‘now  you  don’t’  see  it.  The  gauge  falls." 

Transparent  as  this  deception  is,  it  is 
a  serious  fact  that  it  has  been  indirectly 
countenanced  by  numbers  of  intelligent 
persons;  and  the  implied  sanction  they 
have  given  to  it  has  led  many  less  inform¬ 
ed  individuals  to  stake  money  for  its 
ah  area. 

We  bear  from  a  reliable  source  that 
quite  a  number  of  well  known  business 
men  have  invested  money  in  the  scheme, 
and  in  one  instance  we  were  told  so  by 
the  party  himself.  Ha  hsd  paid  five 
thousand  dollar*  down,  and  fully  believ¬ 
ed  the  thing  to  be  a  great  discovery,  and 
expected  to  realize  a  large  fortune  from 
Ms  investment.  On  all  other  subjects 
this  gentleman  was  rational  and  intelli¬ 
gent  ;  but  in  respect  to  the  Keely  motor 
he  was  badly ‘hallucinated.  He  was  pres¬ 
ent  at  tbe  trial  made  November  10,  1874, 
as  certified  by  Mr.  Collier,  the  company’s 
connsel  and  reporter,  and  published  by 
him  in  pamphlet  form  at  that  time,  for 
the  information  of  the  stockholders.  He 
saw  2,000  lbs.  on  the  gauge,  and  came 
away  perfectly  satisfied. 

The  question  is  asked  :  How  conld  so 
great  a  pressure  as  2,000  or  10,000  lbs. 
per  square  inch  be  produced,  allowing 
that  it  really  was  exhibited  as  stated?  We 
think  that  any  ingenious  mechanic,  by 
means  of  a  hydraulic  jack  and  a  small 
pipe  conld  readily  produce  and  exhibit 
such  a  pressure,  and  conld  by  turning  a 
faucet,  drive  a  whirligig  for  tbe  space 
space  of  sixty  seconds,  or  from  9.03  P. 
M.  to  9:09  P.  M. 

In  cases  of  this  kind,  when  a  body  is 
lifted  or  a  pressure  produced,  the  inquir¬ 
er  should  take  paios  to  ascertain  what 
the  extent  of  the  original  moving  power 
or  weight  is.  If  this  precaution  be  tak¬ 
en,  the  falsity  of  motors  like  Keely’s  may 
be  at  once  detected.  In  the  example  of 
KeeJy,  the  certificate  of  Collier  shows 
that  a  hydrant  force  of  26*  lbs.  to  the 
inch  is  always  required,  to  run  the  ma¬ 
chine.  This  force,  if  applied  to  a  com¬ 
mon  wheel  or  engine,  would  produce  a 
considerable  amount  of  constant  me¬ 
chanical  power.  But  the  moving  force 
is  nearly  all  wasted  in  Keely  *  device,  for 
he  is  only  able  to  drive  a  toy  engine  for 
a  minute  or  two  at  a  time.  This  does  not 
look  uonch  like  driving  a  train  of  cars 
from  Philadelphia  to  New  York,  or  cros¬ 
sing  the  ocean  without  the  consumption 
of  cool.
